VACATIONS FOR WORKINO GIRLS. 


Practl.ml Philanthropy That Doe* Muck 


to Aid Self Support. 


Whether it is that the wngos of work- 


ing women ere decreasing so that she 
caunot take a vacation on her owti re- 
sunn-es, o.1 that women nowadays work 
so much hard or than of yore that they 
need a vacation which' their grand- 
mother never thought of, it is quite 
evido".i *fcat thcve is far more of the 
sort -,^ 
^arity that sends working girls 


ouf in J riosh r.ir villas than there used 
to be. 
At any rate the interest token in the 


working girl ni'.d her vacation nowa- 
days in something phenomenal. Whether 
this wholesale charity ia desirable or not 
de icniia upon yonr view point. 
Mist 


Woodbridgo, secretary of the Working 
Women's society, says, apropos of the 
vacation societies: "The Working Wom- 
en's society believes in the working girl 
receiving sufficient wages to enable her 
to go on a vacation whenever and wher- 
ever i-,lio likes and pay her own expenses. 
V»ro don't believe in a manufacturer cut- 
ting down wages mid then having his 
\vifo give back :i very small slice as her 
contribution to a fund for giving vaca 
tions to working girli, who, if they re 
ceived just remuneration for their labor 
would be enabled to take a rest on their 
own hook." 


On the other hand the wealthy women 


who are interested in the vacation en 
terprises reply: "It ia impossible for n 
to get these girls better wages. If w 
do nothing because we cannot do that 
many girls will die needlessly for wan 
of the help we can give. We help indi 
viduals, not the class, we know; bu 
many of us think that to help a class 
you must first help the individual." 


During the past year this work has 


assumed greater proportions than ever 
before, und from some plans recently 
made public nest season will see it still 
farther extended. 


Miss Churchill, a wealthy young wom- 


an of Connecticut, and Miss Willard. 
daughter of the Wall street broker of that 
name, have purchased a small farm in 
the mountains of Connecticut, on which 
they propose to erect a summer home 
for New York working girls. A fine 
house designed by the architect La 
Forge is to be built on it at once. The 
two young ladies claim this establish- 
ment will be self supporting, and there 
fore no*- a charity in the ordinary sense 
of the word. They speak from experi- 
ence tOO. 
vrr'l-l 
1 
Mi«s Churchill and Miss Willard, 


with several other society women, laat 
summer enteitained several hundred 
woiking girls on a small farm in Vittb- 
held, rented for tha purpose. 
Twenty- 


four girls were entertained at a time. 
They cpcnt two weeks iu the invigorat- 
ing country air and then returned to 
New York to give place to others. The 
-ills were chirked $3.50 a weok for 
board, and reduced fares were secured 
for them on tho railroads. 
Tho same 


rates and rulori will prevail in the new 
establishment. 
" 


There will of course be little or no 


profit in tho und ei taking, but it will pay 
its way. Competent men will be hired 
to cultivate the farm, and sufficient gar- 
den truck will be raised to supply the 
table. Horses will be kept for the use 
of tho guests. 
Miss Churchill and Misb 


Willard will spend their summers super- 
intending the houbc. 


In the cas»e of this new establishment 


and of most of the others for the bame 
purpose, the occupation of the girl makes 
no difference. 
The only requirements 


for the privileges of tho new resort are 
that she be dependent on her own labor 
for support, and that uho be recommend 
ed by the Association of Working Girls' 
clubs or the Working Girls' Vacation 
society.

The working girls' clubs maintain 


three summer houses. These, however 
are exclusively for club members. Norn 
inally these houses are supported by 
the clubs. In reality there is but one 
of the working girls' clubs that is on a 
self supporting basis. This exception is 
the Thirty-eighth Street club —Home- 
maker.

Limiting Women's Working Hoars. 
How many hours shall women and 


children be allowed to work in fac- 
tories? The legislature has undertaken 
to say that fifty-eight hours a week shall 
be the limit, and a bill fixing it at this 
iigure haa passed the senate. Objection 
is made to this interference on the part 
of the state on the ground that such a 
restriction would place our manufactur- 
ers at a disadvantage with their com- 
petitors in other states where the hours 
in which women and children may bo 
kept at work are unlimited. It ia said 
also that the class of operators in whose 
interest this bill is supposed to be 
framed do not wish for shorter hours, 
but to be allowed to work us long as 
they please and earn as much wages as 
they can. 


But these objections do not reach the 


point. The real question is whether 
.sixty hours or more of factory -work is 
injurious to tho women and children 
thus employed, and whether the pro- 
posed reduction of two hours will give 
the relief necessary for home duties, for 
study aud for recreation. The most 
valuable product of Massachusetts is its 
people, and this must be protected even 
if not another yard of calico or sheeting 
\n made in the state.^-Bostou Common- 
wealth.
